Hat the Lordſhip of Biſhops Conrt. alias upper 
Court, belongs to the Biſhop of Oſſory:: And 
as Iam informed, Jo: Pale Biſhop of Offory- 
dwelt in the Mannor houſe thereof, and was: 
from thence driven by the Tories-in Queen! 
Maries daies, to flee to Geneva to ſavehs 
life ; when he, looking out at his Window,, 

| faw-his Steward, that was, with his Hay-ma- 

kers, killed before his face ; and be being fled to Geneva, Fo.To 
nery Was made Biſhop of Offery, and he made away divers Lord-- 
ſhips, and among the reſt,this Biſhovs Court-in Pee-fer we, as they. 
pretend, to one Rich. Shes, Biſhop Bale being yer alive, andlived: 
1n Queen Elizabeth daies-;. after Tonerycame Biſhop Gafvey, and 
Biſhop Bale fill alive ; and after Gafzey came Biſhop I, yu

finding the imvalidity of the Fee-farmes made by the Popiſh Bi. 
_ while cherightBiſhop was alive, iclonerh to ons Elt- 
zabeth, ard id her Lewes tothe Lord Licutetianc and Counſel,to 
hear the Canſe, and 10 relieve che Bi according as they found 
rhe equity of bis cauſe, bur before he could have any redreſs, he was 
killed by ſore! 1r;ſþ nan { to prevenc cherecovery of the laid Lord- 
ſhip, 25x 18 cdiiceived}) in his own hofiſe; After char, came Bi. 
ſhop Deane, aud-he vigoroully-proſecures the recovery of the ſaid 
Lordſhip, _ ang he had not done mach more chan begun, bur he 
dieth ; Then came Biſhop #heeler, and he petitioneth ro my Lord 
of Strafferd for the ſaid Lordſhipof Bihips Coure, and by the great 
care and deſire of the now moſt Reverend Primate of all Ireland, to 
benefic the-Church of Chriſt, Biſhop pheeler had the Lordihip of 
Frenis-T own, ( that was one of the pretended Fee-farms made b 
Tonery, and formerly yielded the Biſhop but 4 4. yearly, and doth 
now yield 50 {;. every year ) yielded up unto him ; ſo that Shea 
might fill continue in.the Bip (omrt; wnd when Wheeler died, 
my gracious Ring and good Malter, Charles the Firſt, commended 
me fo the Biſhoprick of Oſſory, then preſencly came the Rebellion, 
and I was driven to flee before I had received ove Pexny from m 
Biſhoprick, or had continued two months therein ; bur bleſſed be 
God for ir, I was reſtored by our now molt gracious King ; and ha- 
ving an Order from the moſt Honourable houſe of Lords, -to be 
pur into the poſſeſſion of all che Houſes and Lands of the Biſhop of 
Ofſery that the laſt Biſhop died ſerzed of, the Sheriffe of the Coun- 
ry of Kilkewny did pur me, among divers other places, into the 
poſſeſſion of the ſaid Brſbeps Court, and the Tenants attowrned Te- 
nants unto me, and continued from the day of April until the 
$th day of Ofteber following, 1662. at which time ons Caprain 
Burges,and divers others, Anabaptifts an] SeRaries, the Tenants of 
Sir George Ayshme, that never come into the Church, yer cameinto 
che Biſhops Houſe,and thence dhe Biſhop and his Tenants, 
from' his poſſeſſion. And I, the Biſhop hearing of 1t, went ehuher my 
ſelf, with"rwo' men and my Chaplain 'Mr. Thomas Bakke: and 
finditg the door ope 1 and my Chaplain went in, and one of them, 
char kept the poſſeſſion, affronted and jwFled me atthe door of the 
loft, to hinder my entrance in, and yer I gotin ; and then wore 
and miye came into the Room, to rhe number of 9 or 10 perſons : 
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And ſome of chem, eſpecially Captain Burger, vilified and ehregtned 
me to the fear of my life, and ſome did thut the Zrow grate, and 
locked it,as I conceived, to keep me there for their Priſoner, and ro 
hinder my two ſervants, that I bad ſent wich my Horſes to Freſh- 
foord, ro comein ; and When they demanded if they meant to muwr- 
der their Lord, and defired ro come in, one of thetn, that had a 
(edget in his band, ſaid, that if he offered to come in there,he would 
knock him in the head ; and my man anſwered bim wich the like 
wenaces, and I, hearing of "their high threats, and fearing what mſ- 
chief might fall out chere, ſent a peremwprory command to my men, 
ro g0 home, and ler what deeb ſoever, pleaſed God, come to me z 
bur, afrer that T got /berty to go unto mine own houſe, I called a 
private Seſſions, and Indifted Will. Portis, Tho. Collms, fo. Ray- 


- man, Joſias Scot, Wille Burges, for their forcible entry ; bur the In- 


di&ment, being removed by a (ertiorars to the Kings Bench, 
chough I had retainedewo Connſellors, and gave them twenty (hil- 
lings for their Fee, to do things r:ght, and according to Law, yer, 
chrough the errowy of the Clerke, there were ſome faxits found in 
che Inditmenr, and ſo the ſame was quaſbt by the Judges of the 
Kings Bench : Then I got the beff &Litourney that | thought was in 
Dublin, and is ſo repwred by all my friends, to draw me another [n- 
diftrent agninft the foreſaid forcible emterers ; and being drawn, I 
carried it to Sir William Doxvil, the Kings Artwraey, and gave him 
his Fee ro review it, and mendir, if anything was amiſs in ic, and 
make it ſo, as it might ſtand geod in Law, the which thing, he 
earefwlly did, and amended =o chings with his own hands: And 
I knew not what I could ar ſhould do wore, to draw a goodIndict- 
ment. | | 

Then Idebred che Fuftices of the peace, to ſend « precipe , to the 
Sheriffe ro ſummon. Jury:roexamine the force, which they did, up-

And, though'Sir George Ayshae had for his Atturney Mr. Sweirh, 

the now High Sheriffe for the County of rhe City of Kilkenny, and 
Mr. fehnſon, the Recorder of the Ciry-of Kitkenny for his Counſel- 
lour,to,plead againti the findingaf the Indi&menc rue, as much as 
ever they could, 'and. averher-Counſellour food again ir, as mach, 
or wore than either of them boch ; and I had neither Acrncney nor 
Counſellour to: ſay any thing for ir, but what the #itzeſſes pro- 
ved ;

ved; che did preſently find ic Bills Vera. 

Tech I pm} the ultices of the Peace to reſtore me to my 
Poſſeſſion, bur to prevenc the ſame, Mr. Smith, Sir George Ayrhues * 
Atturney, having a Certiorar; ready in his Pocker, did ;mmediathy, 
as (con as ever the Jury had brought in their Verdi&, deliver the 
Cameincoche hands of the Fuſtices of the Peace, and they delive- 
red it tothe Clerk of the Peace, and the Juſtices ſaid, that now 
they could not reſtore me to my Poſſeſſion ; becauſe that their hands 
wereſtope, and all the proceedings mult be rranſmitted tothe Kings 
Bench, by Oftab. Hillari. 

And when 1 came to Kilkenny, I went to the Clerk, of the Peace, 
and exrmined the ſame Indictment, which the Jury found ( and 
which I had done before ) ad amnſſim, very diligently, with that 
Copy, Which the Kings Acturney had amended, and averred to be 
ſufhcienc ; and I prayed the Clerke of the Peace, togive me a Cop 
of that Indictment, which che Jury found, the which he did under 
his hand, and I-examined all again, and found them in all things to 
be verbatims, word for word agreeable one to another. 

Then by Ofeb. Hillaris, che time ſer, to recurn the proceedings 
to che Kings Bench, I went to Daublix: Bur there was no IndiR- 
ment retwed ; (till I expeRed, bur (ill in vain ; Ac laſt I cong- 
plained to the Lords Juſtices ; but they anſwered, that they could 
not help ic, for they kyew not, whether the Certiorar; was delivered 
or-not : Ac laſt, ſeeing ir was neither retwrmed, nor like to be recur- 
ned, I was adviſed to make Affidevir, that I had ſee ir delivered 
into the hands of che Jultices of the Peace, and that I heard ic 
read» chen ſaw it delivered to the Clerks of the Peace ; and 
then upon che reading of my Afidavir, and a motion made by my 
{onnſellthereupon ; there was an Order ſer down, that chere ſhould 
be 20 4, fine ſet upon the Clerks of the Peace, if the proceedings 
and the /ndifIment came notiin by ſuch aday ; So, at laſt, ir came 
in, bur it was the laft day of the Term that it came intothe Court; 
and then the Kings Sergeant moved for my poſſeſs;on ; bur the 
Counſel, -on che ocher fide; pleaded, that there was anerrowr in the 
ſaid Inditment ; and being ſomewhat /ong in alledging the Caſes 
of A. and B, and of Fohn a» O ;;nd Fob 4 Stile, the Lord Chief 
Juſtice cold him, it was che laſt dey of the Term, and Motions 
were to' be heard: Therefore ſeeing they could not hear owt the 
matter

matrer now, they ſhould ſhew cauſe by the ſecond day of the next 
Terca'why poſſeſſion ſhould not beTettored. 

Then I thought this-was to keep me long enough our of my Boſ- 
ſeſſion, and to let Sir George Aythne have oze half years Rent 
more, to the two half years Rent rhat he had already,*fince 1 was 
driven out of my Poſſeſſion, and tolet his Counſel have te enough 
added; to what they had already;-to pick as many boles as they 
could find, or could waky in mine IndiAmenr, bur, conſidering 
thac, as the Poer ſaith, Lewis fit patientia quicquid corrigere eft nefas, 
I went away;and ſaid nothing, 

But upon the ſecond day of the #exr Term, which was appointed 
for the hearing of it, the Kings Attwrney moved for poſleflion, and 
the Counſel of the other fide began to plead the errowrs of the In- 
ditment, bur che pleading was preſently put off, and it was pro- 
ſecured the. next day ; The Kings Atturney being nor there; and 
the mainerrour, that was of any moment, and which was neither 
ſeen not toucht the Term before by Sir George his Counſel z (for 
all other things alledged, ' as my Counſel aid, were bur erifles, and 
could eefily be anſwered ) was, that in the IndiAment it was ſaid, 
Per Sact amentunms quindecems virorum, Whereas it ſhould be Per 
Sacramentuny proborum & legal honsi:mem comitatus K ilken preditt- 
extitit. preſentat. Which words Were aff left our of the Indictment, 
and the other words pur in the of chem ; Ther I ſtood up 
and ſaid, I was' certain, the word8'quindecem virorwns Were not in 
the Indigment that was found by*he Jury, and that «fl rhe 
other words were in it ; becauſe that ivy ſelf had examined ir, and 
read it, and hadlikewiſe a Copy of ir, 'under the hand of lerke 
of the Peace, which was examined with the Or;ginel by Iny felt : 
And Toffered in open Court to make Oath of all this ; bur the 
Lords Juſtices anſwered, could nor proceed bur according 
T0 the record that was ret © the Court, which they muſt con- 
ceive to be the true Record ; And I anſwered, That 1 they 
wonld -nor- judge —_ that Record, which I would ſweare 
was falſe gnd'corrupted, and nor the tree Record, nor according to 
the Record that was found by 'the Jury; er'I could nor prevail 
to have the Clerke of the Peace” ſent for, and to bing che ariginal 
Record.to' be ſhewed in the_ Court, therefore by the mext day 1

ad honorem divinnum concrematur, and myrrhe, to ſhew his 
,9o8 wed becauſe they uſe to put myrrhe to the bodies of the 
cad.

We were in a Worſe condition then the bruit beaſts, For th 
are goveryed by the law of ftreygth, when the weakeft mul 
yield and obey the ſtronger, as all the beaſts unto the Lion, the 
fowles unto the Fagle, and the fiſhes unto the zyhale : Bur 
God ordered that men, indued with rea/c» ſhould be guided 
and governed by Lawes, not _ thoſe that he delivered 
himſeif, but alſo thoſe that are made by the wiſef of men , as 
Moſes, Solon, Lycnrgus, and the like, Kings and Princes, 
and their ander- Magiſtrates to rule and to govern the people 
according to their Lawes : and this government is a matter of 
great weight and moment. And therefore the Prophet ſaith , 
Bey 9.6 that Chriſt his government is upon hi ſhoulders, not in his 
9 7:"* hayxd, or at the armes exd, butupon his ſhoulders, which are 
the bearing members of all heavy things : and government re. 
quires not onely frexgth and ſtrong ſhoulders to beay it, but 
alſo wiſdewe, and a good head, to guideit, becauſe it is ars 
artium guberuare populam, it is one of the hardeſt things in 
the World, and the chiefeſt of all arts, to govers the people, 
eſpecially when t«rba begins to be rurbata maltitudo , that is, 
wayward and froward. And therefore the Prophet David 
compareth the government of the unruly people, to the ap. 
peaſing ofthe raging /eas, ſaying unto God, Thos filleſt the 
Hovy hard a rage of the ſea, and the noyſe of his waves, and the madneſs; of 
thing itis to the people. 
govern theur® Andthis madyeſs of the people requires grave Judges, and 
ruly people. iſe Lawyers, that can truly interpret the Lawes, and judy all 
differences according to Law, which otherwiſe would be made 
like a noſe of wax, to be turned which way you will. 
And leaſt their mad»e/s ſhould ſtop the current both of the 
Law and Religion too, and ſodeſtroy both the /earned Law- 
yers that preſerve our right, and without whom we were not 
able to /ive in the Common-wealth, and the Preachers of the 
Goſpel 
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Geſpe! that maintain Religies, without which we wete weft 
miſerable: { 2s of late years they intended ro.do ) The Kings 
and Princes that are the governoars of the people, muſt main- 
tain ſoldiers and Captaines to ſuppreſs their madyeſ7, and to 
preſerve peace and religion both in the Charch and Common. 
wealth. And therefore the ſoldiers as I ſhewed not long 
ſince, are not to be ſlighted, but to be cheriſbedand ſatisfy 

for their wages, that, as Jobs Bapriff ſaith, they may be con- 
tented therewith, and not forced through want to oppreſs the 
people. | 


And ſeeing al theſe things and abwndaxce more of like ſort, 
that are requifte for the government of the people , can not 
be done wakone a great deale of counſel , and wiſedewe, and 
policy, arid firength, and power, and the like , it isnot for the 
common vu/gars to ſteale fire out of Heaven , to ſearchout 
the reaſons, and to prie into the cauſesand all the ations of 
their Superiours : but as the mexime of all wife men is, cxrg- 
bit prelia Conon, let the ſecrets ofthe Prince be to the Prince, 5 
=o the Aﬀedes (aid to Deioces., when choſe bim to be 
their King , do thon-what thow wilt about the government of 
us, both inwar and peace , and we will obey thy commands 
and follow our ha:baxdry, our trades, and our occaſions , and 595. 1. 16. 
as the Jewes likewiſe ſaid to Joſhua, All that thou commandeſt 
#s We will do, and whutherſoever thow ſendeft us we will go, and 
whoſoever he be that doth rebel againſt thy commandment in all 
that thou commandeſt him , he ſhall be put to death: ſo ſhould 
we and all other people , ſtudy to be quiet , as the Apoſtle 
ſpeaketh, and to follow their vocation , and to learn obedience, 
which is betrer then ſacrifice, and never to be ſocurious and 
cenſorious , as tO prie into the ſecrets, and tocondemn the 
actions of their Governours, but rather with the Cherubims, 
and theſe Beaſts to cover their faces with two of their wings.

And yet how m4yy men have we that are double hearted 
and falſe hearted, and more deceirfalt then the. wilie Greeks 
that lurked in the belly of the 7rojas Horſe, or the ſubtle 
Serpent that begniled Eve ? And that which, is worſt of all, 
which do deceive and betray their ews /oxl;?For as of all mur- 
ders felo de ſe is moſt impardonable, ſo of all.deceits, he that 
deceives his ow» ſox/ is moſt deſperate, and in the moſt wofwll 
condition, And yet as Apollodorus the tyrant dreamed that 
he was taken and flead by the Scytbians, and his heart thrown 
into a boyling Caldron, ſhould ſay unto him, 7 am the cauſe 
of all this my ſelf, becauſe I have deceived thee in all thy 
wayes, and in all thy plorsand projets : fo how many ſim- 
ple, fooliſh, and beguiled ſouls are in the world, that in all 
their wicked plots and praftices, and in all their coverous de- 
ſign: and mercyleſs oppreſſions of the poor, do beguile thems- Jobn, 16, 
ſelves and betray their ſouls unto the Devil ? When, asour © * * 
Saviour faith, they ſhall put his ſervants onr of the Synagogues, 
out of their places and offices, as they have done of late, and 
out.of their means and maintenance, as you do ſtill among 
us, and ſhall ks/ chem and put them to death, and think thae 
they doe God good ſervice, and believethat they have the Ea- 
les wings to mount up the readyeſt way to Heaven, when 
as indeed they ride Poſt upon Pegſus the broad way to 
Hell. 

And therefore, ſeeing the heart of man is ſo deceirfal, as 
many times to perſwade him he holds God by the haxd, when 
the Devil hath him faſt fetrered by the heeles, it is requiſite 
that we ſhould be like theſe Beaſts ful of eyes within, to look.

And this multiplicity of eyes withews, and the want of all 
eyes within, when thoſe that ſhould be within are turned ove, 
is the cauſe that there are fo many reformers of our Church,
